WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Hon. Joseph Mc- 
Kenna took his seat on the bench of the 
Supreme Court of the United States to-day 
45 an associate justice.. The officsal cere- 
mony inaucting him Into th's important 
office consumed less than four minutes, and 
was simple in the extreme. Mr. McKenna 
had already taken the general oath of office 
before the Chief Justice, when at one min- 
ute past 12 o'clock he walked into the court- 
room, bringing up the rear of the proces- 
Flon of justices. He, like all the other 
members of the court, wore a long flowing 
black robe. The courtroom was crowded 
in anticipation. of the event. When he 
entered the chamber the new justice stopped 
at Clerk McKenney'’s desk, where he re- 
mained while the other justices took their 
respective seats upon the bench. 

Chief Justice Fuller announced the pres- 
ence of the new justice, saying: 

lt gives me pleasure to armnounce to the 
fentlemen of the bar that Mr. Jéseph Me- 
enna of California has been appointed an 
Associate Justice of this court.” 

The clerk handed Mr. MeKenna a copy 
of the judicial oath and he read it in a dis- 
tinct voice and then was escorted to his 
seat on the extreme left of the CRief Jus- 
tice by Marshal Wright.

Bishop Tuttle was born in Greene Coun- 
ty, New York, in 1837. ‘There were no rail- 
roads,” he said, speaking briefly of his his- 
tory, “‘in that retired valley of the Cats- 
kills, and I was 14 years old before 1 ever 
saw a locomotive. My father and a brother 
were Methodists, but we lived nearer an 
Episcopal church, and so I attended the 
Episcopal Sunday-school. Under the rector 
of that church I began the study of Latin 
and Greek, and later went to the academy 
at Delphi, Delaware County, N. Y., at a 
time soon after what was known as the 
anti-rent war of those days. That was a 
rebellion on the part of small farmers 
against paying taxes for lands they occu- 
pied which belonged to old manorial grants, 
such as the Livingstones and the Hardin- 
burie. 

“In 183 I went to Westchester County and 
taught school. I entered Columbia College, 
New York, in 186%, in the sophomore class, 
and was graduated in 1857. Then I became 
a private tutor in various families of New 
York City, serving in that capacity two 
years.

Improving the River. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


Apropas of the embryo steel- barge Ine I wish to 
make a suggestion or two pertaining to the im- 
provement of ehe Mississippi River. 

It is absurd to set dikes at right angles with 

the flow of the river, thus making a hole not far 
from the end of the dike, and a short distance away 
creating a sandbar. 
The better way, and as far as I can see, aftera 
careful study of the situation, would he to build 
the dikes at an angle of about forty-five degrees, 
and that angle with the flow of the river. Also, 
the piling should be placed with an incline towards 
the middle of the stream; that is, the top of the 
piles at shore should be at a certain height above 
the ordinary stage of water, so that in case of 
high water the piling would be thigh enough to be 
about on a level with such high water. This does 
not pertain to overflows. The piling should be in- 
clined gradually towards midway of stream, so that 
at any stage of water there would be a tendency 
to force the flow of the water towards the middle 
of the stream. 

These dikes or piling could be placed alternately 
on opposite sides of the river, l6éng or short 
stretches on either side, as the case may be, and 
thus greatly straighten the course of the stream, 
which is a very important factor. 

A main channel 800 feet, which is ample width for 
all purposes of river transportation, should be and 
can be maintained from St. Louis to Cairo, if above 
suggestions are carried out. LANCELOT.

A young woman in a threadbare, worn 
black dress w th not even a shawl to pro- 
tect her from the cold, carrying a 2-weeks- 
oid baby, wrapped in the skirt of am old 
cress, Was at the Mayor's office Wedn« sday 
noon to ask that her infant be sent to some 
public Institution. 

The woman said her name Lizzie Phillips, 
and that Louis Phiilips, the father of her 
child, had deserted her. The child was 
born in the Female Hospital, where Mrs. 
Phill:ps had been for three months. She 
had stayed there as long as her condition 
permitted, amd had neither friends nor 
home to whom to go. 

She said she could find housework, but 
not with the baby on her hands, and was 
forced for it8 sake and her own to make 
a public charge of it. She said she came 
to St. Louis from Germany three years ago. 
Then she was Lizzie Brinker. he found 
work wth a family on Easton avenue, 
and it was while there as a domestic that 
she met Phillips. Six months after the 
were married he disappeared, and she 
not s*en nor heard of him since. 

Mrs, Phillips was told to return when the 
Mayor was in his office later in the day 
and her request would be attended to. 


INCREASED POLICE FORCE. 


It Rests With the Comptroller to De 
cide the Question. 


Comptroller Sturgeon was asked Wednes- 
day if he would make a favorable reply te 
Delegate Hartmann's resolution of Tuesday 
night, asking him If the public funds would 
justify an increase of the police force by 
One captain, elght sergeanta and patrol- 
men. 

Mr. Sturgeon sald: “I have Wecled views 
on that subject and my answer will be 
peary as soon as the Agee meets ~ 
but think it would be a violation of of- 
ficial etiquette to publish my anewer in ad- 
vance of furnishing it to the department 
that has asked it.”’ 

The Mayor said: “The matter rests en- 
tirely with the Comptroller. Of course we 
all know that the police force should be 
increased, but the question ia: Have we the 
money to do tt with? 

“It should be borne tn mind that the 
municipal revenues are $200,000 leas this year 
than last on account of depreciated assese- 
ments caused by last year’s tornado. And 
also that we have been compelled to apend 
$100,000 on the Mill Creek sewer, that was 
not anticipated. 

“I voted when in the Council years ago to 
increase the police force by 100 men, and 
as Mayor I would not hesitate to approve 
such anodier increase if we could afford it.”

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FIRE LOSS OVER 
A MILLIO 


East Side Elevator and Rail- 
way Property Burned. 


RECEIVED AID FROM ST. LOUIS. 


HEAVY LOSS ON GRAIN, FREIGHT 
SHEDS AND CARS IN 
THE YARDS. 


SPECTACULAR NIGHT SCENE. 


Thousands of Persons Crowded the 
Eads Bridge, the Levee and Took 
Passage on. an Excursion 
to Watch the Flames. 


Wednesday morning crowds surrounded 
the ruins that mark the path of the great 
East St. Louls fire. Only blackened walls 
and confused masses of brick and mortar 
remain on the site of the big blaze. 

The fire, entalling a total loss of more than 
$1,000,000, destroyed the Union Elevator, the 
Burlington freight sheds, the Chicago & 
Alton ice house, 10 freight cars and twelve 
houses. 

The conflagration started on the second 
floor of the Union Elevator and is supposed 
to-have been caused by a spark from a

STREET TO THE RAILROADS 
IS IMPRAOTICABLE. 


ONLY A TEMPORARY RELIEF, 


Chairman Holman of the B. P, zr 
Would Bridge the Mill Greek 
Valley. 


The proposition of Alderman Hartman of 
the Ninth Ward to vacate Poplar street 
from the Levee to Ninth street and turn 
it over to the sole use of the railroads will 
meet with determined opposition. 

Mr. Hartman’s ordinance contemplates 
a thoroughfare in the heart of the business 
district to be occupied by a network of 
switching tracks so as to facilitate the in- 
gress and egress of fre'ghts to the Cupples’ 
group of warehouses. 

Mr. Hartman contemplates that if his 
scheme is adopted Poplar street from Ninth 


to the Levee would be walled on either side 
with mammoth business houses like those 
in the Cupples’ block, and that it would 
greatly expedite the handling of the whole- 
sale business of the city. 

Water Commé:ssioner Holman, who ite 
Chairman of the Streets Committee in the 
Board of Public Improvements, said Tues- 
day that he did not think that Mr. Hart- 
man’s scheme was practical, 

“More than that,’’ added Mr. Holman 
“not more than two tracks could be placed 


upon Porfar street. And what is to become 
of the crossings from Levee to Ninth street? 
This matter of street crossings and grades 
has been too long neglected. It confronts 
Us squarely in the MiH Creek bottom, The 
Streets must go above the surface or the 
railroad tracks must go underground. 

“I contend that when we move in this 
matter we should look to the future. Mr. 
Hartman’s Poplar street ordinance seeks 
Only temporary relief. 

“After the years of lHtigat'on we had 
about the Poplar street railroad tracks and 
lost, the Supreme Court never held that 
the owner of those tracks was not subject 
to the ordinances for regulating stree 
traffic, but it does not follow that those 
tracks shal] necessarily remain on the sur- 
face, but we can force them under ground 
or over head. ‘The railroads must be given 
all the space necessary to facilitate the 
city’s trade, but at the same time we must 
have a care to the protection of Hfe and 
the conveniences of the whole city from a 
traffic and vehicuiar standpoint.” 


BUSINESS MEN BANQUET. 


Growth of St. Louis and the City’s Fut- 
ure Themes for Addresses. 


The Business Men’s League began its new 
year with an informal and yet eclegant ban- 
quet at the Planters’ Hotel Tuesday night, 
et which 112 substantial citizens talked of 
the successful past and the hopeful future 
of St. Louis, 

When the supper was finished Mr. Ken- 
nard, the retiring president, spoke a few 


words of welcome and then delivered his an- 
nual address. He dwelt at some length on 
the necessity for co-operation among busi- 
ness and professional men ‘to advance the 
city’s welfare, and urged the importance of 
increasing the membership of the league. 
Vith respect to the work of the traffic bu- 
reau Mr. Kennard made this important an- 
nouncement: 

“The need of more direct railroad com- 
munication with Oklahoma has been a seri- 
ous impediment to the expansion of our 
trade in that young and growing country. 
Your executive committee hag had this 
problem under consideration for some 
months and has dene everything possible 
to secure this mos: important connection— 
and while we claim that our league, as such, 
has accomplished this muc?h-desired con- 
summation, it affords me much pleasure to 
state that through the efforts of some of 
our members, together with other repre- 
sentative citizens, the papers were signed 
to-day which insure the Duilding of 108 miles 
of railroad from Sapulpa to Oklahoma City. 
This connection shortens the disten’e from 
St.Louts to Oklahoma via the San Francisco 
road 1385 miles, and places the merchants 
and manufacturers of St. Louis in direct 
communication with the most fertile land 
and most yigorous towns in the Southwest. 
This new’road will be operated by the 
Frisco, which is a guarantee that no cut 
rates and discriminations against our com- 
mercial interests will be permitted.’’ 

Secretary James Cox reported the Income 
for the year as $16,361, and expenses. $15,900. 

Ex-Gov. David R. Francis addressed the 
members on the subject of the proposed 
steel barge line to New Orleans, and inci- 
dentally took occasion to urge better trans- 
portation facilities for the distribution of 
grain. He said much of the wheat exported 
last year by St. Louis merchants had not 
massed through St. Louls, and this ghould 

e obviated in the future.

WILL APPEAL TO THE COURTS. 


The High Hat Bill Is Supported by 
Councilmen as Strongly as by 
the Deiegates. 


A victory was scored for public improve- 
ments when the House of Delegates passed 
the ordinance to widen Twelfth street, from 
St. Charles to Washington avenue, Tues- 
day night. The vote was a surprise to the 
most zealous friends of the bill. 

Of the 21 members present only four, 
Decker, Pauley, Sweeney and Watson 
voted against the bil. Even Bersch, chair- 


man of the Public Improvements Commit- 
tee, Who had led the fight against the méas- 
ure, voted for it. Bersch’s name being first 
on the roil-call his vote excited interest 
following hig motion to put the bill on its 
passage. 

Silas B. Jones, attorney for A. D. Brown 
who is to build at the southeast corner o 
Tweifth street and Washington avenue, and 
in whose name the fight was commenced 
against the bill, was in the ouse, but none 
of the dozen or more Interasted ye rty- 
owners who have been attending the House 
sessions so regularly were there. They had 
evidently given up the fight in advance. 
Bersch had passed the word for the oppo- 
sition to “lay down,” and it obeyed to a 
man with the exception of the four above 
named. 

If James F. Carpenter, A. D. Brown, John 
T. Davis and the Lindell heirs carry out 
their threat a big lawsuit will follow. 

The protesters warned the aldermen that 
if the bill became a law they would fight 
it to the bitter end, keep it hung up in the 
courts for a dozen years if poss.ble, before 
they would submit to the condemnation pro- 
ceedings. The first obstruction they would 
throw in the way would be a writ of in- 
junction. 

Great pressure will doubtless be brought 
on the Mayor to veto the bill within the 
ten days he has to consider it. 

An estimate of the cost of the condemna- 
tion judgments is about $160,000 against the 
property owners and $20,000 against the city. 

The city will insist that the issue, if one 
is made by the dissenting property owners, 
be settled speedily, as Twelfth street from 
Market to Washington avenue is to be 
paved with asphalt as soon as the winter 
season is over. The contract for this has

Arrive Too Late to Save J. V. 8. Bar. 


In jess than a year every unsightly pole 
standing skeleton-like, cross-barred and la- 
den with innumerable electric wires, will 
be chopped down and the wires incased in 
metallic tubes will be buried under greund. 
The only ungainly obstruction to the streets 
then will be the trolley bearing poles of the 
electric railroads. They will still stand as 
a menace to life and property from the 
deadly wires they bear, and to obscure a 
clear view and unobstructed travel on the

the building of the magnificient conduit sys- 
tem for burying the wires, in what ts known 
as the commercial district is crystallizing 
daily and gathering strength that sooner 
than is thought for will clear the streets of 
the trolley poles, and com the adoption 
by the companies of the un erground trolley 
system.
